“ lf toe einl arnement of the railroad 
was torn up by dynam ite, the m otive 
of those who did it w a s not robbery, 
but revenge,” was the statem ent made 
by one official of the road. 
A rigorous investigation

m ade and at least one man m ay be 
arrested. 
Twenty-six roadm asters have exam ­ 
ined the track, and one who has had 
experience with dynam ite says it looks 
very much like th at explosive had been 
used. 
The locomotive was found in the 
river at least 80 feet south of the depres-, 
sion in the track, w hich makes it seem j 
reasonably certain th at

leaped the space before it started in its 
plunge into the m ud bottom of the 
river.

small holes wear the best. Such dresses 
should be washed out quickly and dried 
iii the shade. Do not use strong soap on 
Ila iii. Piqu< , linen, crash, etc., should 
be well shrunk before they are made up 
into an aists or dresses. Allowauce should 
be made, for they are apt to shrink. 
Always turn down I \ inches at tile 
top of wash skirts, which can be let 
down when necessary. Use two threads 
half an iu< h apart iu gathering the 
backs of skirts. 
Run a worsted braid 
along the underside of wash dresses, 
letting the * Ige barely show, and shrink 
the brum iii boiling w ater before using 
it. In sewing un braid or velveteen hold 
it, not the skill next to you.— Emma 
M. Hooper in L ulies’ Home Journal.
